A description of a game of mahe 
joni played between complainunt's 
{rlends and himself, was described in 
detail In the witness box by Li Chiu, 
30, the first defendant, when evidence 
for the defence was commenced be- 
fore Mr, T, J, Houston at the Central 
Mapistracy yesterday. 

Li-is charged with Fung Chu- 
chuen, 30, and Tse Ho, 38, with de- 
manding $40 with menaces from Yu 
Suu-man, 30, “clerk employed at 
Sinecre’s Perfumery, Kennedy Town, 
on June 28, Defendants are also 
charged with conspiracy. 

Mr. G. K, Hall-Brutton, assisted by 
Sub-Inspector J, O'Donovan, pro- 
secuted, and Mr, C. A. S, Russ was 
for the defence, . 

Inspector O'Donovan said o report 
was made to him by Yu on June 30, 
He marked a $10 note by. putting a 
pin-holo In the top right hand corner 
and making a note of the number. 
At 8 pm, he went to 137, Belcher 
Street, where the three defendants 
were-scated at a table In the rear 
roum, Li was pointed out to him 
ag the man who: had received the 
$10 note. The note had been sent 
out for the purchase of a packet of 
cigarettes. On being recovered, it 
was found to be the one he had 
marked and given to Yu. 

Tse Ho, ‘third defendant, was dis- 
charged by the Maglstrate owlng to 
nck, of evidence. 

Li, {n evidence, sald he had been 
a tallor for the fant six or ‘seven 
years ond had known Fung and Tsc* 
for.a similar period. Yu called with 
two {riends to sce him on June 25 
and they had a game of mah-jong 
in the renr room. Li lost about $9, 
nfter playing eight rounds, and his 
friend, Lee Kung, lost over $5. Yu 
called at-the shop again the next 
day, and suggested anothir game, 
but as Li was n-Httle suspicions, he 
did mot play, Another game, how- 
ever, was played on June 28 when 
during the playing of a blg hand, Yu 
discarded a “five elreles” which 
enabled his friend to win, The 
friend had already three  areen 
dragons, three red dragons, and three 
circle cards on the able, Li im- 
mediately pushed down Yu's cards, 
and found that the “five cirele” card 
was from a palr held by Yu. He 
also had a one bamboo, while three 
had been discarded. 

On speaking to Yt about it, Yu 
sald he was not famillar with the 
fame and then asked his other friend 
to play for him, 

About noon, the following day, Li 
was standing in the.door of his shop 
when he saw Yu pass. He spoke to 
Yu and satd he: and his friends had 
been cheated at the mah-jong game, 
ond asked for the moncy back, Yu 
sad he would mect him at the shop 
that night, and then left, At the 
shop, after some bargaining, the sum:

The 
Coroner sald that there was insuf- 
ficient evidence for him to determine 
whether death was due to sulcide 
or was accidental. . 

wBvidence 
that the woman, who was employed 
as an amah in e house on The Peak, 


shad misconducted herself with the 


No, 1 “boy,” Yung Shiu-wing, who 
was employed {n 362 The Penk. She 
was questioned by her elder sister, 
Li Ngan-hing; regarding rumours of 
her misconduct, and denied the 
allegations. Yung also denied mis- 
conduct with the woman, Witnesses 
stated that the deceased did not 
appear worrled or upset prior. to her 
death.. ‘ 

Li Nean-hing was called yesterday. 
On July 7, she saw her sister and 
told her she had heard rumours that 
she was “in Jove” with someone, 
Decensed denicd the rumours, Wit- 
ness asked her to leave her employ- 
ment but deceased refused. 

Witness sent for Yung and told him 
that people had been graying he had 
misconducted himself with the 
deceased. He denied he had done so, 

Deceased durst into tears, went 
down on her knees, and sald that 
whatever happened, she would not 
leave 302 The Peak. Witness struck 
her twice on the ankles with an 
umbrella, . 

Questioned by the Coroner, Li sald 
deceased nppeared very upset over 

inrrel, Ordinarily she was not 
a porson who was easily upset by 
small matters, Deceased, she said, 
had never threatened to commit sul- 
cide. She could not swim. 

Li Luk, amah, said she was tem- 
porarily employed at 362 The Peale, 
Witness said she noticed that Yung 
and the deceased nppeared to be on 
intimnte terms. The girl was upset, 
but when questioned refused to say 
anything. She often borrowed sums 
of money from witness.and always 
appeared hard-up. Witness qucs- 
tioned her as to what she did with 
her money and she finally admitted 
that most of it had been borrowed 
by Yung. : 

Yung Shlu-wing, who had pre- 
viously given evidence, and admitted 
misconduct with the deceased, was 
recalled, He denied that the nights 
the girl did not return to 362 The 
Penk to sleep with Li Luk she had 
ocen ‘with him. Decensed, he ex- 
plained, was in her own quarters at 
168 The Peak, 

Mr, King submitted that there was 
no evidence to connect anyone with 
the death of deceased, Though mpch 
had been said about the morals of 
u witness, that had nothing to do 
with his Worship's findings.

MMER Is o prolific tlme for 
stains of all kinds. but they all 
have on antidote, usually consisting 
of some simple houschold commodity 
that fs in every housewife's cupboard. 
Gross stains are, perhaps, the most 
common at thig time of the ycar, and 
these can be removed easily by 
soaking the garment In. warm milk 
for haif-an-hour, rubbing the solled 
part with a cut ‘lemon, ond then 
washing in the usual way, . : 

If the staln is'on grey or cream 
flannel it Is better to use plycerine, 
Rub, ft well into the stain, leave for 
three or four hours; and then: wash 
olf, !

Moss stains pre more stubborn, but 
you can rit of them by soaking the 
garment overnight In cold water to 
which has been added a small teacup- 
ful of vinegar. Next morning wring 
the article out, rub some methylated 
spirits on the stain, leave it on_for 
five minutes, then warh with a sonpx 
lather, 

Fruit: stains are another summer 
trouble, but they generally oppear 
much worse than they prove to be 
When tackled. Rub colt on them 
while are still fresh, and wash In 
warm, soapy water, Cotton: articles 
ean be soaked first for half an hour; 
the stain will then need less rubbing.

Found In Reservoir In|’ 
‘Semi-Nudo State 


An open verdict was returned by 
Mr. R, Edwards at the Central Magis- 
tracy yesterday at the conclusion of 
aon Inquest into the death of - Li 
Cheung-hing, 20, a woman, whose 
semi-nude body was found floating in 
Aberdeen Reservoir on July 9. ‘The 
Coroner said that there was insuf- 
ficient evidence for him to determine, 
whether death was due to suicide 
or was accidental. 

Evidence given carller - revealed 
that the woman, who was cmployed 
as an amah fn a‘house on The Peak, 
hod misconducted herself with the 
‘No. 1 “boy,” Yung Shiu-wirg, who 
was amployed in 362 The Peak. She 
was questionéd by her elder sister, 
Li Ngan-hing, regarding rumours uf 
her misconduct, and denied the 
allegations, Yung olso denied mis- 
conduct with the woman. Witnesses 
stated that the decensed did not 
appear worrled or upset prior to her 
death. 

Li Ngan-hing wos called yesterday. 
On July 7, she saw her sister and 
told her she had heard rumours that 
she was “In love" ‘with somconc. 
Deceased denied the rumours, Wit- 
ness asked her to loave her employ- 
ment but deceased refused. - 

Witness sent for Yung and told him 
that people had deen saying he had 
misconducted . himself "with — the 
deceased, He deni¢d he had done so. 

Deceased, burst into tears, went 
down on her:knees, and sald that 
whatever happened, she would -not 
leave 362 The Peak. Witness struc 
her twice on the ankies with 
umbrella, : 

Questioned by the Coroner, Li sald 
deceused appeared very upset over 
_ quarrel. Ordinarily she was not 

a person who was casily upset by 
small matters, Deceased, she sasd, 
had never threntencd to commit sul- 
elde. She could not swim. 


an 


Li Luk, amah, said she was tem- 


porarily employed at 362 The Peak. 
Witness snid she noticed that Yung 
and the deceased npjfeared to be on 
Intimate terma, 
but when questioned refused to say 
anything. She often borrowed sums 
of money from witness and always 
appeared hard-up. Witness ques- 
tioned her'as to what she did with 
her money and she finally admitted 
that most of jt had been borrowed 
by Yung. 

Yung Shiu-wing, who Nad pre- 
viously given evidence, and admitted 
misconduct with the deceased, was 
recalled. He denied that the "nights 
the girl did not return to 462 The 
Peak to sleep with Li Lule she had 
been with him, Deceased, he ¢x- 
plained, was In her own quarters at 
168 The Peak. 

Mr, King submitted that there. was 
no evidence to connect anyone with 
the @enth of: deceased, Though much 
had been sald about the morals of 
a witness, that had nothing to do 
swith his Worship's findings, He sug- 
gested that Li Ngan-hing was a 
vindictive person, 

Giving his decision, the Coroner 
said theré was no evidence of vio- 
lence to the body. There was in- 
sufficient evidence for him to ‘de- 


termine whether death was due tof, 


sulclde or was accidental.

‘An Official of the Company refused 
to disclose the total value of the 
bank notes printed under the con- 
tract with the Central Bank, but 
revealed that 90 per’cent, of the netes 
were subsidiary notes of ten and 
twenty cents value. The remaining 
ten per cent. are of one dollar, five 
dolinr and ten dollar denomination. 


2,000 Shects Daily 
“All the subsidiary notes were 
printed .by hand presses, and the 
dollar-notes were printed by rotary 
presses,” said the spokesmun. : 
“The company has 65 hand presses 
with an -average total printing 
capacity of 2,000 sheets dally. , Each 
sheet consist of a number of notes." 
Questioned regarding the mass dis- 
missal of employees including 200 
women, the spokesman replied: “The 
discharge of 1,100 employees Is 
primarily due to the completion of 
the printing of the. notes ordered.

are a comforting reminder that 
our Homeland is fully prepared 
and able to meet any sudden 
challenge from the Totalitarians, 

The aerial and naval man- 
oeuvres now taking place nfe 
the greatest combined defence 
operations the world has) ever 
witnessed. His Majesty the 
King yesterday reviewed over 
130 warships comprising the Re- 
serve Fleet, whilst 1,300 planes 
have taken to the air in mass 
attack and defence on a scale 
that no other mation has at- 
tempted. ; 

Mobilisation of the Reserve 
fleet alone has entailed the call- 
ing up of an- additional -12,000 
retired naval officers, reservists 
and pensioners, and it is*com- 
puted that nearly 1,000,000 men 
and women have been mobilised 
in connection with the air 
defence tests. 

Even more significant than 
the scope of the manoeuvres is 
the fact that they have atarted 
‘this year several weeks earlier 
than ‘is customary. In short, 
these vast displays of aerial and 
naval power coincide with the 
period of the year when peace 
or war may be decided. 

The British combined man- 
ocuvres are certain to be char- 
acterised as “provocation” in 
the Axis Press. Yet in fact 
they are the logical and neces- 
sary reply to the mobilisation of 
troops which has already taken 
place in Germany and Italy and 
is still going on. Just in case 
Herr Hitler or Signor Mussolini 
are preparing to make trouble, 


Britain has prepared to meet it.- 


. The decision for peace or war 
in Europe rests" still, as it has 
rested for so long, with Herr 
Hitler and with him alone. If 
ho decldes-for-peace, the British 
manoeuvres will run their course 
and. the participants will go 
home again. If he. decides in 
favour of a new adventure in 
aggression, at least he knows 
what to expect. 

The impressive exercises now 
under way (they will continue, 
in the case of the Navy, until 
October) leave no _ possible 
ground for - misunderstanding 
about Britain's will and capacity 
to act, :

Circumstantial Letter 

The circumstantial letter stated that

On July 21, 1939, H.M.S. Tarantula 
was on passage from Canton to 
Hongkong and at about 12.30 passed 
about 7 cables to the South west of 
Ma Chau Island, intending to pass 
through Urmston Road.

Navy, First Lieutenant of _ HM.S

At about 1.122 pin. when the ship 
Was approximately four cables to the 
southwest of Black Point, the accused 
visited the bridge. He was entirely 
satisfied with the distance of the ship 
from Black Point at that time, and 
with the ship's course.

32°E. by compass at 
that time giving a clearance from Tap 
Siak Kok of about two cables only.

Somi-Nude State 


An open verdict was’ returned by 
Mr, R. Edwards at the Central Magis- 
iracy yesterday ot the conclusion of 
an Inquest into the death of Li 
Cheung-hing, 20, a woman, whose 
semi-nude body was found flonting in 
‘Aberdeen Reservoir on July 0. The 
Coroner said that there was Insuf- 
ficient evidence for him to determine 
whether death was duo to suicide 
or was aceldental. | i 

Evidence given earlier revealed 
that the woman, who was employed 


as on amoh in a house on The Peak; | 


had misconducted herself with the 
No; 1 “boy,” Yung Shlu-wing, who 
was employed Jn 362 ThePeak. She 
wag questioned by her elder sister, 
Lt Ngan-hing, regarding rumours of 
her misconduct, and denied tho 
allegations, Yung also denied miss 
conduct with the woman. Witnesses 
stated that the deceased did not 
appear worried or upset prior to her 
death. 


Li Ngan-hing was enlicd yesterday. |’ 


On July 7, she saw her sister aod-|- 


told her she had heard rumours that 
she was “In love’ with somconc. 
Deceased denied the rumours. Wit- 
ness nsked her to Ieave her employ- 
ment but deceased refused. 

Witness sent for Yung and told him 
that people had been saying he had 
misconducted himself with the 
deceased. Ho denied he had done so, 

Deceased burst into tears, went 
down on her knees, and scald that 
whatever happened, she would not 
leave 362° The Peak. Witness struck 
her twilee on the ankles with an 
umbrella. A 

Questioned by the Coroner, Li sald 
deceused appeared very upset over 
the quarrel. Ordinarily she was not 
a person who was casily upset by 
smail matters, Deceased, she said, 
had never threatened to commit sul- 
cide, She could not swim. 

Li Luk, amah, said sho ‘was tem- 


‘| porarily employed at 362 The Peal, 


Witness sald she noticed that Yung 
and the'deceased appeared to be on 
intimate terms. The girl was upset, 
but when questioned refused to say 
anything, She often borrowed sums 
of money from witness’ and always 
appeared hard-up, Witness ques- 
tioned her as to what she did with 
her money and she finally admitted 
that most of It had been borrowed 
by Yung. 

Yung Shlu-wing, who had pre- 
viously given evidence, and admitted 
misconduct with the deceased, was 
recalled. He denied that the nights 
the girl did not return to 362 The 
Peak to sleep with Li Luk she had 
been with him. Deceased, he cx 
plained, was in her own quarters at 
168 Tho Peak. — 

Mr, King’ submitted that there was, 
no evidence to conricct anyone with 
the death of deccased. Though much 
had been said about the morals of 
a witness, that had nothing to do 
with his‘Worship’s findings. He sug- 
gested that Li Ngan-hing was a 
vindictive person. 


Giving his decision, the Coroner 


‘sald there was no evidence: of vio- 


lence to the body. There was in- 
sufficient evidence for him to de- 
termine whether: death was due to 
suicide or was accidental. ¢
